ASTORIA BENT (Agrostis canina tenuis.) The grass used in putting greens and the most prac- 
tical bent grass to use in lawn mixtures. It makes a firm, durable turf. 

CHEWINGS FESCUE (Festuca rubra var. fallax) Its needle-thin, dark green leaves make 
a handsome lawn. It will tolerate shade and.thrive on dry soils, and is best used in mixture 
with other grasses. 

KENTUCKY BLUEGRASS (Poa pratensis) Best of the truly permanent lawn grasses, it is 
fine textured and deep emerald green. Rather slow to become established, it is the basic seed 
for lasting lawns. 

RED TOP (Agrostis alba vulgaris) A fine grass, relatively short lived (under lawn condi- 
tions), excellent as a nurse crop mixed with the slower developing perennial grasses. 

RYE GRASS DOMESTIC (Lolium italicum) Good for a quick cover crop. Excellent to hold 
banks while the hardy grasses become established. 

WHITE DUTCH CLOVER (Trifolium repens) Low growing and creeping, clover stays a 
good green throughout the season. 





This clover may eventually supersede 
White Dutch. It is more persistent and will stand extremely close cropping. It blossoms 
less than ordinary white clover.
